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} RAILROADS COMPLAIN TOO SOON. 


Obviously, there is a work to do at the April election 


campaign at once. 


W. Jett Lauck, the able statistician of labor organ!- 
zations who collected much reliable data as to prof- 
iteering in coal and other mecessaries, charges that 
the railroads of the country have opened a *arfare 
for the destruction of labor unionism on their tines 
and are paying for the costly undertaking by “milk- 
ing”—that is his word—the National Treasury of 
three-quarters of a billion dollars. The reference, of 
course, is to the huge sums which the roads are to 
obtain from the Government in indemnities under 
war guarantees. 

‘he aim isto bring in the nonurion open shop, he 


says, and make the taxpayers, including the union 
railroad employes, pay the large cost of effecting so. 
sweeping and difficult a change. Mr. Lauck cites the 
roticy adopted by many roads of shutting down their 
cwn shops ani contracting for repairs ani new eq:ip- 
ment with plants owned by private corpurations, in 
some of which their own large stockholders 2:6 in- 
terested. His theory is that the employes of the rail- 
road shops, by the time the companies are ready to 
reopen them, will be forced to accept nonunion sop 
conditions. 

Credibility is given his charge by proceedings be- 
fore the Railroad Labor Board at Chicago this week. 
It was-contended there that the agreements entered 
into between the railroads as a whole and different 
classes of their employes, under the system put in 
effect during Government operation, do not promote 
honesty, efficiency and economy. A system under 
which each road would deal with its own employes 
alone is urged as a substitute. 

The great purpose of these national agreements 

applying to different classes of employes, irrespective 
of the companies for which they work, was to prevent 
strikes—to insure the industrial peace without which 
the roads cannot render that uninterrupted service of 
maximum quality so vital to the public welfare. 
These agreements are to be judged by the success 
with which they are accomplishing or are likely to 
accomplish this purpose. The railroads introduce an 
incidental issue in asserting that because of the divi- 
sion of authority the agreements result in loss through 
waste and circuitous methods. The fact of the matter 
is, however, that they have not been long enough in| 
operation for a judgment in this respect. After the 
expiration of the period during which the financial 
return to the railroads is guaranteed will be time 
enough to consider whether a different form of agree- 
ment might not be as satisfactory in preserving the 
industrial peace, while avoiding the defects of which 
the railroads now complain. 
In the meantime it might be remembered that one 
strike on a trunk line would cause much greater total 
loss than all those of which the roads complain. That 
some wasteful methods should still be perpetuated 
from the war period is understandable. The roads 
have not shown that they cannot be eliminated with- 
out modifying the national agreements. 
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MR. WITHERS’ SUCCESSOR. 

By a vote of 6 to 4 the School Board has decided 
to postpone until after the April election the choice 
of a successor to Supt. Withers. 
Snap action in the matter would have been unseem-| 
ty and would have had a prejudicial influence on 
the future work of the schools. An attempt on the 
part of retiring members of the board to forestall 
the votes of their successors would hardly promote) 
that much desired harmony between Superintendent 
and board. Even if an educator of the very highest | 
type should be chosen by snap action, the precipitate 
manner of his selection and the suspicion of an at-) 
tempt to take unfair advantage might create unneces- 
sary handicaps in irritation and resentment. ;
